The  west  side  of  the  district 
drains  into  the  Press  Brook,  which  flows  south,  eventually 
joining  the  river  Trent.

The  above  figures  are  based  on  an  estimated 
population  of  8,156. 

A noteworthy  figure  in  the  above  statistics  is  the 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  18' 18  per  1,000  births.  These  rates 
can  be  misleading  when  dealing  in  small  numbers,  but  the 
actual  figures  are  illuminating.  In  the  year  there  were  110 
live  births  and  only  two  deaths  under  1 year,  one  of  the 
deaths  was  due  to  prematurity  the  other  to  whooping  cough. 
A cause  for  gratification  is  that  no  mother  died  from  any 
cause  connected  with  pregnancy  or  parturition.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


1.  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  for  general 
nursing,  One  district  nurse  does  invaluable  work.  Her 
services  are  subscribed  for  by  voluntary  subscription. 
There  are  no  arrangements  for  the  nursing  of  infectious 
diseases  in  the  home.  Unless  complete  isolation  and 
adequate  nursing  can  be  provided  at  home,  all  cases  are 
removed  at  once  to  hospital. 

2.  There  is  no  change  in  the  arrangements  for  the 
examination  or  analysis  of  clinical  material  (sputum,  swabs, 
etc.)  water,  milk,  etc.  All  these  are  examined  or  analysed 
at  the  County  Laboratory,  Derby. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases.  Ambulance  provided  by  the 
Fever  Hospitals. 

(b)  Non-lnfectious  and  Accident  Cases,  The  Clay 
Cross  Company  provides  two  motor  ambulances  for 
accidents  at  their  works. 

The  Morton  Red  Cross  Ambulance  and  the  Police 
Ambulance  are  also  available. 

(c)  Maternit'/  Cases.  No  ambulance  is  especially 
provided  for  these.

There  is  also  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  at  Clay  Cross 
and  an  Ante-natal  Clinic  at  Chesterfield,  both  under  the 
control  of  the  Derbyshire  County  Council. 

There  is  no  Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless  children  within 
the  area,  and  none  for  the  care  of  mental  defectives. 

A new  Clinic  has  been  erected  in  Clay  Cross  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Owing  to  dry  weather  it  was  necessary  to  turn  off  the 
water  supply  at  night  from  11  p.m.to  5 a.m.  during  August 
and  September. 

Since  January,  samples  of  water  have  been  submitted 
each  month  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  follow- 
ing gives  the  results  ; —

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 


No  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  establish- 
ment of  central  abattoirs,  and  the  condition  of  the  slaughter- 
houses in  the  district  has  not  changed.  Regarding  the  site 
and  condition  of  the  slaughter-houses  I can  only  reiterate 
my  remarks  of  last  year  that  they  are  in  the  majority  most 
unsatisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


No  new  sewers  have  been  laid  during  the  year. 


Satisfactory  effluents  have  been  discharged  from  the 
Danesmoor  and  Bacon  Springs  Sewerage  Outfall  Works. 


Including  farms,  there  are  about  200  houses  in  the  out- 
lying portion  of  the  district  which  are  not  drained  to  the 
Council’s  sewers. 


Progress  is  being  made  regarding  the  report  upon  the 
sewerage  and  servage  disposal  of  the  north  end  of  the 
district.

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CLEANSING  AND  SCAVENGING. 

This  work  is  carried  out  efficiently  by  the  Council's 
workmen.  There  is  one  low  loading  refuse  collecting 
vehicle  of  modern  design  and  other  vehicles  are  provided 
with  sheets. 

The  hours  of  removal  of  house  refuse  are  7 a.m.  to  2 
p.m.  Paper  and  similar  refuse  is  collected  separately  and 
burnt. 

All  dust  bins  are  emptied  weekly. 

Sanitary  dust  bins  are  provided  to  all  new  houses  and 
where  conversions  take  place. 

Controlled  tipping  is  in  operation. 

The  Council  retain  the  services  of  a rat-catcher. 

The  streets  are  regularly  cleaned,  including  Sundays. 

An  incinerator  is  provided  by  the  Council  for  the  burn- 
ing of  fish. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  during  1938. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  one  privately  owned  swimming  bath  at  the 
Miners'  Welfare  and  a water  filtration  plant  is  provided. 

The  Children’s  paddling  pool  at  the  Council's  Playing 
Fields  is  cleaned  when  necessary. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

One  Council  house  was  found  to  be  infested. 

Seven  other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested. 

Fumigation  and  spraying  were  the  methods  used  for 
freeing  houses  from  bed  bugs.  The  fumigants  used  were 
'■Furmex,”  " Larves  Disinfestators,"  " Cescones”  and  the 
insecticides  “Zaldercide,"  "Larvercide"  and  "Pyagra." 

No  action  has  been  taken  for  ensuing  that  belongings 
of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin  before  removal  to  Council 
houses  except  where  rehoused  from  houses  in  clearance 
areas  and  overcrowded  houses. 

Disinfestation  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

No  special  supervisory  methods  or  education  of  tenants 
has  been  taken  to  prevent  infestation. 

SCHOOLS. 

All  schools  within  the  district  have  a piped  supply  of 
Town  Water. 

Immediately  a case  of  infectious  disease  is  reported  the 
names  and  addresses  of  any  contacts  and  the  patient  are 
sent  to  the  County  School  Medical  Cfficer. 

Children  from  houses  where  infectious  disease  occurs 
are  not  allowed  to  attend  school. 

HOUSING. 

You  will  observe  that  some  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses.  There  is  still  a great  deal 
of  work  to  be  done  and  with  the  generally  improved  stand- 
ard of  housing  throughout  the  country  it  is  obvious  that 
houses  which  some  years  ago  might  be  considered  capable 
of  repair  will  now  be  considered  for  demolition. 

The  Council  have  to  the  end  of  the  year  1937  erected 
fourteen  houses  in  Holmgate  Road  for  persons  displaced 
under  clearance  orders  and  sixty-four  persons  have  been 
rehoused.

Spoilbanks  Clearance  Order  1938  (four  houses). 

No  objection  was  made  to  the  Council's  proposals  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health  confirmed  the  Order. 

Clay  Lane  Clearance  Order  1938  (three  houses). 

No  objection  was  made  to  the  Council's  proposals  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health  confirmed  the  Order. 

Pilsley  Road  Clearance  Order  1938  (two  houses).

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OVERCROWDING. 

The  first  day  of  January,  1938  was  the  Appointed  Day 
for  the  purpose  of  Sections  59,  60,  64  and  6 sub-section  2 of 
the  Housing  Act,  1936. 


For  the  abatement  of  overcrowding,  fourteen  one  bed- 
room bungalows,  six  two-bedroom  houses  and  nineteen 
three  bedroom  houses  have  been  erected  at  Stretton  Road, 
and  occupied  by  150  persons.

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PETROLEUM  ACTS. 

Ten  licences  were  granted  for  the  storing  of  Petroleum 
Spirit,  and  three  licences  for  the  Storing  of  Carbide  of 
Calcium.  The  storage  capacity  is  42,000  gallons  of  petrol- 
eum and  2,800  lbs,  of  carbide. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION. 

The  slaughter-houses,  meat-shops,  dairies  and  cow 
sheds  are  inspected.  New  floors  have  been  laid  to  one 
cowshed  and  lighting  and  ventilation  improved  at  one  cow 
shed. 

During  the  year,  six  cowsheds  have  been  discontinued 
for  the  keeping  of  milk  beast.

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CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Scarlet  Fever  and  Diptheria  were  again  the  most 
prevalent  infectious  diseases. 

There  were  28  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during 
the  year  as  against  3 the  previous  year. 

No  deaths  were  due  to  Scarlet  Fever. 

Diptheria.  27  cases  were  notified  as  against  47  the 
previous  year.  One  death  was  due  to  this  disease  as 
against  3 in  the  previous  year. 

Immunisation.  55  children  completed  a course  of  3 
injections  of  T.A.F.  and  42  children  were  given  a course  of 
2 injections  of  A.P.T.  6 teachers  in  a school  where  diph- 
theria was  prevalent  were  Schick  tested.  Four  were 
negative  and  two  positive.  The  positive  cases  had  three 
injections  of  T.A.F. 

Enteric  Fever.  Two  cases  were  notified.  In  each  case 
the  diagnosed  was  not  confirmed  after  a period  of 
observation.
